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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 4-5,9-14,16-18,21-22,24-27,30-31,33-34 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by Douglas et al. (USP 5,843,691). 

See the appropriate paragraph of the 6/23/04 Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 11/1 5/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants' state on page 12 Douglas et al. fail to teach a surface that has an 
immediate layer facing the bottom layer. The claim language is open and does not 
exclude additional layers. The Office also maintains these layers taught by the art meet 
the claimed requirements of having first and second edges. On page 13 Applicants 
state Douglas does not suggest a method of method of withdrawing a liquid sample. 
The Office maintains sample is clearly added to the test device of Douglas et al., which 
has been properly read on the pending claims. Applicants' state Douglas et al. does not 
teach a reagent-impregnated membrane. The Office does not agree, Douglas et al. 
clearly teaches a membrane impregnated with reagents. On page 14 Applicants state 
Douglas et al. fails to teach an intermediate layer (24) that faces bottom layer (26) to 
form a channel (32). The Office maintains Douglas et al. teach a bottom layer that 
cooperates to form a channel and has been properly applied. 
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The Office has vacated the previous 35 USC 103 rejections in favor of the 35 
USC 102 rejections over Douglas et al. to reduce the issues at hand.
